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THE IMPEACHMENT; PROCESS: WHAT TO: EXPECT NEXT 
LIBERATION News Service 

(Editor's note: The following is a brief sum- 
mary of what we can probably expect to happen next 
in the impeachment process. Despite all the complex- 
ities 3 some things are perfectly clear- — the House 
has the sole power to impeach (accuse ) 3 and the 
Senate has the sole power to try those impeached 
and can convict only on a two-thirds vote.) 

WASHINGTON (LNS)--The House Judici ary Committee 
submitted three Articles of Impeachment July 30* 
charging President Nixon on the following counts: 
participation In the Watergate coverup conspiracy* 
abusing phe power of his office* and contempt of 
Congress . 

The Articles of Impeachment will be Included 
In a special report which will present detailed 
arguments as to why* In the views of the majority 
of the Committee members* Nixon should be Impeached,, 
The report will also present arguments against Im- 
peachment reflecting the minority vfew 0 The report 
should be completed by the first week In Augusta 

Sometime during the week of August 5? the 
report will be filed by Judiciary Chairman Peter 
Rodino (DtNJ) 0 Speaker of the 435-member House* 

Carl Albert (D-OK) will place the resolution on the 
House calendar and present It to the House Rules 
Committee, chaired by Ray J 0 Madden (D-1N)» There 
the Articles of Impeachment, like any other bill 
will get a "rule" which outlines procedures for 
handling it on the House floor,. Since impeachment 
Is a high priority Issue* all other business would 
cease while it is considered,, 

Procedural Issues to be discussed In the Rules 
Committee include: how much time to allow for 
debate and how to divide it, whether to allow the 
Articles of Impeachment to be amended on the floor 
and whether to televise the debate,, 

In the Rules Committee, members of the Judiciary 
Committee, probably Rodino, and ranking minority 
member Edward Hutchinson (R-Mich) , will explain 
the kind of rule they each think would be fair* 

A "closed rule" al lows members to vote articles 
up or down, that is* each article, yes or no* but 
not to amend therm An "open rule" allows for any 
amendment o 

Another possibility is a "modified closed rule" 
which allows for some amendments but not others,, 

For instance, members might be permitted to propose 
new additional articles* but could not alter the 
Committee's artic1es e 


A History of Impeachments 

Since the founding of the republic in 1789? 

1 62 cases of Impeachment of federal officials have 
been seriously considered. Eleven of these have 
actually been impeached and brought to trial „ 

Of the cases brought to trial before the Senate* 
only four have resulted in conviction and removal 
from off Icco All four were federal judges -- John 
Pickering in 1804, West H, Humphreys in 1862* 

Robert W, Archibald In 1912 and Halstead Ritter 
in 1936o 

Pickering was "drunken, senile, and insane* 
clearly unable to perform his duties as a federal 
judge," accord i ng to the Articles of Impeachment 
against him 0 

Humphreys, Un i ted States District Judge for 
Tennessee, was impeached and convicted for conduct 
de scr i bed as "high crimes and mi sdemeaniors ," after 
he ceased holding federal court and commenced as 
a judge for the Confederacy. 

Archibald of the Commerce Court "used his 
position and influence" to obtain favors from ■ 
parties who appeared before him., 

Ritter was charged with practicing law while 
in off i ce and evad i ng his i ncome tax. The Senate 
failed to obtain the necessary two-thirds for a 
cr imi nal conv ict ion , but convicted him on the 
grounds that his conduct was such as to prejudice 
the public view of the court 1 s fai rness. 

The most famous acqui ttal s i nvol ved Supreme 
Court Justice Samual Chase in 1805 and President 
Andrew Johnson in 1868, the latter trial failing 
by just one vote for the two-thirds majority for 
conviction. 

Chase was described by his friend Chief 
Justice John Marshal 1 as "tyrannical , oppressive, 
and overbearing." He vigorously enforced the Allen 
and Sedition Laws, going so far as to pronounce 
on the guilt or innocence of defendants before 
the start of trials. Nonetheless, after an impeach- 
ment trial marked by pol i t ical deal s , Chase was 
acquitted. 

Johnson, in a bitter struggle between Congress 
and the executive branch over Reconstruction, 
was impeached for refusing to implement the Tenure 
of Offices Act, which stopped the President from 
removing his appointed official s wi thout the consent 
of the Senate. The Supreme Court later ruled the 
Act unconstitutional . 


Whatever the outcome, the procedure in the Rules 
Committee should take two to three days. By August 
12, Chairman Madden can file his own report, and we 
debate would probbbly start the next day. 


Neither Judiciary Committee counsel John Doar 
nor co-counsel Albert Jenner will take part in 
the floor debate. Neither wi 1 1 N i xon 1 s Watergate 
lawyer James D. St. Clair. 


The Judiciary Committee is expected to run the 
show on the House floor. Rodino will handle it for 
the majority, Hutchinson for the minority. They would 
be known as the bill's sponsors and would determine 
which House members would speak first. Other powerful 
forces include House Democratic Leader Thomas O'Neil 
Jr. (Mass) , and his Republican counterpart, Minority 
Leader James Rhodes (Arlz). 


A final vote could come in two to three weeks , 
depending on how the 1 87 Republicans and 248 
Democrats in the House divide debating time. Rod I no 
wants a 60-hour limit on debate which would enable 
a vote on impeachment by the end of August . A 
simple majority vote by the House members is re- 
quired to bring the President to trial by the 
Senate. 
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The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court presides 
at the trial o. The accused, that is the President, 

Is summoned to appear to answer charges either 
personally or by counsel * A failure to appear is 
treated as the equivalent of a plea of M not guilty. 11 

Both sides may present witnesses and evidence 
and the President has the right to cross-examination. 
Procedural questions which arise during the trial 
are ruled on by the Chief Justice. However, by the 
request of a single member, he may be overruled 
by the majority of Senators present. 

A two- thirds vote of the Senate Is required for 
conviction. The Senate Rules require a separate vote 
on each article. A two-thirds vote on a single 
article Is sufficient for conviction. 

The Constitution limits the penalty for con- 
viction of the President to removal from office and 
disqualification from holding future offices.

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WEATHER UNDERGROUND PUBLISHES "PRAIRE FIRE" CLANDESTINELY; 

CONTAINS STATEMENT OF POLITICAL IDEOLOGY 

NEW YORK (LNS) — A political statement by the 
Weather Underground entitled PRAIRIE FIRE: The 
Politics of Revolutionary Anti-Imperialism, was 
clandestinely released and distributed by that or- 
ganization on July 2k. According to several reports, 
the book was dropped at at least forty different 
sites in cities around the country. 

A covering letter from the Weather Underground 
said in part that "It [PRAIRIE FIRE] was printed 
entirely underground in the United States and we 
are now distributing it clandestinely to thousands 
of people's organizations, collectives and projects." 

In a forward to the book signed by Bernard ine 
Dohrn, Billy Ayers, Jeff Jones, and Celia Sojourn, 
the Weather Underground explains that "This paper 
is not the product of one or two people, nor even a 
handful of us. Rather PRAIRIE FIRE represents the 
politics and collective efforts of an organization, 
it has been the focus of our study groups and our 
political education." 

The 150-page book sets forth the Weather 
Underground's political ideology. One large section 
deals with Vietnam and the ceasef i re; another section 
on U.S. history includes discussions of genocide, 
slavery, racism, Black resistance to slavery, the 
rise of the abolitionist and women ' s movements, 
Reconstruction and the great depression. 

There are also chapters on "Imperialism in 
Crisis" -- both in the Third World and inside the 
U.S., as well as chapters on women and on the 
"youth rebellion." Maps and many photographs and 
drawings accompany the text. 

"Our final goal is the destruction of imperial- 
ism, the seizure of power and the creation of 
socialism," the organization explains in the body 
of PRAIRIE FIRE. "Our strategy for this stage of 
the struggle Is to organize the oppressed people of 
the Imperial nation itself to join with the colonies 
in the attack on imperialism." 


states that PRAIRIE FIRE is "a call to organize 
the people and to act. We must now apply our 
analysis of our particular situation, mobilize the 
masses and fight. 

"Our goal for this period is to build a mass 
anti -imperial ist movement and to build the armed 
struggle, the guerrilla forces. Legal and clandestine 
struggle are both necessary; agitation and attack, 
peaceful methods and violent methods, sometimes 
organizing the people step-by-step and sometimes 
taking a leap thru action to a new level'.'" 

"We hope the paper opens a dialectic among 
those in the mass and clandestine movements," writes 
the Weather Underground. "We hope that people will 
take PRAIRIE FIRE as seriously as we do, study 
the content end write and publish their views of 
the paper as well as their analysis of their own 
practice. We will respond as best we can." 


Two days after the release of PRAIRIE FIRE, 
a group of activists held a press conference in 
New York City to announce the existence of the 
Prairie Fire Distributing Committee which will 
begin the public printing and distributing of the 
book. A San Francisco printshop will print 9,500 
and the first batch should be ready sometime in 
the last two weeks of August. 

The distributing committee has two post office 
boxes — Box All, Times Plaza Station, Brooklyn, 
N.Y. 1121/ and Box 4061 A Station C, San Francisco, 
Ca. 9A 1 10. The book will cost $1.50.

The new advisor, described by the Times as 
a "conservative with a quasi-rel igious dedication 
to free enterprise," speaks of disentangling all 
the "mistaken policies" of the past. He would like 
to see an end to the progressive income tax, anti- 
trust policy and anti-poverty programs. 

"I think it's an heroic undertaking on his 
part," says Ayn Rand. "Alan is my disciple, phil- 
osophically. He is an advocate of la i ssez-f iare 
capitalism. But neither he nor I would expect it 
overnight."

SOUTH VIETNAMESE INTELLIGENCE NETWORK SPYS ON 

ANTI-WAR AMERICANS § VIETNAMESE INSIDE U.S.

WASHINGTON (IR/LNS)— Intelligence Report has 
learned that a large South Vietnamese intelligence 
netwof'fe is currently operating inside the United 
States for the purpose of collecting political intel- 
ligence dossiers on Vietnamese and Americansanti-war 
activists and organizations. 

American intelligence officials are aware of the 
existence of the operation, and one source has told us 
that occasional assistance is provided by the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) and the Intelligence and 
Research Division of the State Department. 

The existence of the network first became known 
when members of the Vietnam Veterans Against the War/ 
Winter Soldier Organization (VVAW/WSO) occupied the 
South Vietnamese Office of Information in Washington 
last January. 

One of the participants, former Army intelligence 
specialist Phil Hill, said that the veterans found 
initial evidence that the Vietnamese were keeping 
files on American activists and organizations, but 
that they were arrested before they had a chance to 
read all of the files in the Information Office. 

From a variety of sources. Intelligence Report 
has managed to compile an overview of the past and 
current operations targeted against Vietnamese and 
American anti-war activists. The total operation, 
which began with a card file system in the basement 
of an Arlington, Virginia home, has grown to offices 
located in three cities with computerized files. 

The intelligence operation has been traced back 
to 1969 when Nugyen Ngoc Bich was assigned to the 
Vietnamese Embassy in Washington as a cultural 
attache. Working from his suburban home, Bich began 
to compile lists of anti-war activists, their organ- 
izations, arid Vietnamese students and citizens in- 
volved in anti-Thieu activity. The files consisted 
primarily of index cards with biographical and poli- 
tical information as well as a small photgraph. of 
the individual. 

Bich was reassigned to Saigon in 1972 to direct 
pyschological operations for the Thieu government. 

When Bich departed, he took the original card files 
with him, leaving a duplicated set with the Embassy. 
Bich was replaced by Pham Duong Hien, the current 
head of this operation. 

Hien has developed a more widespread network than 
the one headed by Bich. Currently, Hien has three 
offices collecting information for him. The Viet- 
namese Consulate office in San Francisco is respon- 
sible for the West; the Vietnamese mission to the 
United Nations in New York City is responsible for 
the area of New York to Canada; the Saigon Informa- 
tion Office in Washington is responsible for the 
rest of the Bast coast and the South. All of these 
offices send their reports to Hien at the Information 
Office. 


Vu Thien Hai, assigned to the U.S. Mission, is 
responsible for the files on Vietnamese students in 
the Northeast area. The identity of other Supervisors 
are suspected but only Hai 1 s identity could be 
confirmed. 

Supervisors such as Hai have networks of 
sink vien cong an or secret agents /students opera- 
ting under their control. These student: informants 
collect intelligence on the daily activities of 
other Vietnamese and file reports to their Super- 
visors. 

The informants are recruited through several 
methods, some being already loyal to Nugyen Van 
Thieu and others being coerced into acting as 
agents. One such operative is Cao Thi Le, a woman 
student operating in Los Angeles who has threatened 
other students with the cut-off of their financial 
aid if they did not cooperate with her and supply 
information. Additional pressure can come in the 
form of threats against the family of the student 
if he or she refuses to cooperate. 

Hien is considered to be one of the most power- 
ful Vietnamese in the United States as he has 
direct contact with the Presidential Palace in 
Saigon. Hien files his intelligence reports to 
Thieu through Ngo Khac Tinh, a close relative of 
Thieu who heads the Ministry of Youth and Education, 
and to the Supervisor of the Bureau of Information 
Offices located in foreign countries. 

Tinh often travels to the United States, Paris 
and Tokyo as part of his work. Shortly after the 
VVAW/WSO takeover of the Washington Information 
Office, Tinh came to the United States to meet with 
Vietnamese students about "combatting the anti- 
war gangs." 

Networks similar to Hien's are also operated 
with Ministry of Information cover in the large 
Vietnamese community in Paris and in Tokyo. Moreover, 
there are currently plans to open another Informa- 
tion Office somewhere in Germany this year. 

CIA and State Department cooperation with this 
effort has been limited to providing the Vietnamese 
with information --usually outdated -- on Vietnamese 
residing in the U.S. There is no indication that the 
U.S. formally provides any information on American 
activists to Saigon intelligence, but the State 
Department does send information to U.S. Ambassador 
Graham Martin's staff for dissemination to Saigon 
officials o 

The effects of this intelligence operation are 
varied. For Americans the effect is minimal when 
compared to the effects upon the Vietnamese involved. 
As Fred Branfman, co-director of the Indochina 
Resource Center in Washington, found out when he 
tried to enter South Vietnam shortly after the 
1973 cease-fire accords, the Vietnamese maintain 
an immigration blackbook at all entry points. 
Branfman' s name was in the book, along with another 
former Resource Center worker listed directly below 
his, and he was denied entrance to the country. 

For the Vietnamese however, the addition of 
their names to Saigon intelligence lists means that 
it would be difficult if not impossible for them 
to return to their homes without facing arrest by 
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the Secret Police. Returning students would be added 
to the already §stimated 200,000 political opponents 
of Thieu held in South Vietnamese jails. Arrest in 
South Vietnam means torture, indefinite imprisonment 
and even death.

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PORTUGUESE READY TO GIVE AFRICAN COLONIES 
INDEPENDENCE AS ATTACKS IN ANGOLA LEAVE HUNDREDS 

DEAD 

LISBON, [ Portugal- (LNS) -- The head of the rul- 
ing junta. General Antonie de Spinola announced 
July 27 that Portugal is ready to "welcome all in- 
itiatives in view of preparing and executing the 
process of decolonialization in Africa with the im- 
mediate acceptance of the right of political inde- 
pendence." 

His announcement came just two days after mas- 
sive protests in Lisbon. A demonstration of more 
than 120,000 Was called by leftist forces in the ; 
government to rally Support ; tor the new pro- 
visional government set up the previous week, in 
which the parliamentary left had further consolidated 
its power. 

At the demonstration, leaders of the Socialist 
and Communist parties stressed the necessity of mak- 
ing rapid progress in resolving the status of Portu- 
gal's African colonies. Mario Soares, Socialist 
Party leader and Foreign Minister of the Portuguese 
government, called the colonial wars "a cancer that 
is eating away at the country. It must be eradicated 
very quickly. Time is pressing, and the events at 
Luanda prove it." 

In Luanda, the capital of Angola, white Euro- 
peans, presumably nervous over the prospect of a 
black majority government, have launched brutal at- 
tacks recently in the African districts of the city. 
These attacks have left more than 300 Africans dead 
or wounded in the past two weeks. 

A British newspaper reported July 28, that mer- 
chants and taxi and truck drivers roaming the streets 
in bands threw grenades into a crowd of Africans 
and fired at them from passing cars. In response 
to the attacks, Africans have burned down and looted 
stores owned by whites in the black districts of 
Luanda. In this particular incident, ninety Africans 
and two whites have been killed. 

Luis Cabral, one of the seven top members of the 
African Party for the Independence of Guinea-Bissau 
and the Cape Verde Islands (PAIGC) heralded Spinola 's 
declaration as "a concrete act which will be highly 
appreciated not only by the people of Guinea, and 
the Portuguese colonies, but by all Africans," 

The independence of the liberated areas of 
Guinea-Bissau was recognized by the United Nations 
last year, but negotiations over the future of the 
Cape Verde Islands are expected to be bitter. 

In Mozambique, it is possible that the presi- 
dent of the Mozambique Liberation Front (Frelimo) } 
Samora Machel, will go to the capital, Lourenco- 
Marques, in September, to participate in the forma- 
tion of a coalition government made up of black 
nationalists. 

Presently, the military situatio n in -Mozambique 
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is marked by an unwillingness to fight on the 
part of the Portuguese army and a stepped-up 
offensive by Frelimo. Sabotage has increased on 
the railroad between the port of Beira On the 
Indian Ocean and the strategic Caborrf Bassa 
dam, bringing to a halt all rail traffic in the 
area. At the same time, 2000 young Portuguese 
recruits refused to fight in the north of the 
country, and on July 20, a group of officers in a 
training center near the capital refused to take 
up arms against Frelimo. No action was taken a- 
gainst them by the Portuguese government. 

Terrorist acts by whites have also been re- 
ported in Mozambique. And recently Portugal re- 
moved their diplomatic mission from Malawi, a 
country bordering on western Mozambique, and the 
only black African country with official diplo- 
matic relations with Portugal. 

Portugal accused Malawi of supporting Jorge 
Jardim, a powerful white businessman recognized 
as responsible for directing right-wing terrors 
ist attacks against blacks in Mozambique. Jardim 
is thopght to be planning a coup in Mozambique to 
form a white minority government similar to that 
of Rhodesia, quite possibly with the support of 
South Africa. 
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EHRLICHMAN SENTENCED TO 20-MONTH MINIMUM FOR 

ELLS BERG BREAK-IN 

WASHINGTON (LNS) -- Stonewalling it to the 
bitter end, ex-presidential aide John D. Ehrlichman 
was sentenced July 31 to a minimum of 20 months to 
a maximum of 5 years for his part in the break-in 
of Daniel Ellsberg's ex-psychiatristis office. 

For four years one of the two most powerful 
men in the Nixon administration, and according to 
Nixon, one of his "closest friends and most trusted 
assistants," Ehrlichman told U.S. District Judge 
Gerhard A. C'Gesell: "I believe that I am the only 
one in this room who really knows whether I am 
guilty or not guilty of the charges. Your honor, I 
am innocent of each and every one of the charges 
involved in this case." 

But Gesell said that Ehrlichman held ". . . the 
major responsibility for this shameful episode in 
the history of our country. 

"The Constitution was ignored; the rights of 
citizens abused; the important Ellsberg federal pros- 
ecution was tainted and hdd to be dismissed by 
Judge Byrne; falsehoods and concealment were em- 
ployed to thwart the lawful inquiry into this abuse; 
and the jury has found that all of this occurred 
with, your approval and your affirmative participation. 

Ehrlichman was found guilty on four counts: one 
for conspiracy to violate the civil rights of Daniel 
Ellsberg, the other three for lying to the FBI and 
an investigative grand jury about his knowledge of 
the break-in. 

Throughout the 12-day trial Ehrlichman double- 
talked his way around prosecution questioning. For 
instance, explaining why he had first told the Water- 
gate grand jury that he knew nothing about a psy- 
chological profile of Ellsberg, Ehrlichman maintained 
that he had been mista ken, not perjurious. Due to 
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a deliberate effort on his part, he had forgotten 
certain matters so as "not to pack around in my mem- 
ory a great mass of stuff. Otherwise > I'd be pack- 
ing around too much surplusagef’and ihen, you could 
not function." 

Ehrlichman is currently free on bond pending 
an appeal of his conviction. His co-defendants in 
the case — former White House aide G. Gordon Liddy, 
Eugenio Martinez and Bernard L. Barker — were giv- 
en lighter sentences for what Gesell said were their 
lesser roles in the crime.

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"WE NEED DAY CARE AND OUR MOMMIES NEED IT TOO:" 
THOUSANDS OF WOMEN AND CHILDREN DEMONSTRATE AGAINST 
NYC'S PLANNED DAY CARE CUTS 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- Despite pouring rain, between 
2,000 and 3,000 women and children demonstrated at 
City Hall on Jpiyy24 to protest a new eligibility 
scale for the city's day care centers. If imple- 
mented, the new scale would effectively throw 6,000 
children of working mothers out of the program. 

Many working women would be forced On to the wel- 
fare rolls because they could not afford child care, 
and only the rich would be able to comfortably con- 
tinue to send their children to centers. 

"Family of five (four children) take home pay 
1174.04 -- cannot pay $15.75 a week per child," 
read one woman's sign. "We want daycare --no more 
welfare," chanted the crowd as representatives of 
the various twenty-eight groups calling the demon- 
stration went into City Hall to meet with Mayor 
Abraham Beame's staff. 

Signs carried by some of the children included, 
"We need daycare -- our mommies need it too," "What 
happens to me now," "It hurts to be left alone," 
and "Don't close my sbhool. I'll lose all my friends. 

While the negotiating team met inside City Hall, 
several mothers addressed the crowd. "We want to 
work for ourselves and help our children and if the 
eligibility requirements are raised we won't be able 
to work," said Joanne Brown. 

The new eligibility scale, made official on 
July 1, will take effect September 1 if present 
plans continue. People currently using the city's 
daycare program will have their eligibility deter- 
mined before September. 

The new scale raises the weekly child care fees 
for all children in the program, making ineligible 
children whose family's net income is above a cer- 
tain amount. Ineligible children who are already 
enrolled in the program will be expected to pay 
what the state computed as the full cost of child 
care -- between $60 and $75 per week -- or leave 
the program. 

The cutoff figures in the new scale are: one 
child -- maximum allowable net income $6,600; two 
children -- $7,500; three children -- $8,500 ; 
four children — $9,200; five children -- $9,900. 

At these exhorbitant rates many working women 
will have to resort to unhealthy child care arran- 
gements such as sitting a child in front of a tele- 
vision all day, there by losing the educational, 
social and health benefits of a day care center. 
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Other mothers will have to leave their child com- 
pletely alone. 

In addition, many mothers will have to quit 
their jobs and go on welfare because they cannot 
afford day care. Many of these women have been 
trained in public programs and have finally been 
able to get off welfare, only to be forced back on 
the rolls. 

Although there is much talk about reducing the 
number of people on welfare, it is actually to the 
city's advantage to force women onto welfare. In 
1972, the Federal Revenue Sharing Act created a 
ceiling for child care expenses in state programs. 
Under this provision the state and the city have to 
put up matching funds (that is, split 50-50) for day 
care expenses. 

However, the federal, government reimburses the 
city for 90% of its day care cost for women if. 
they work in the WIN program. WIN is the Department 
of Social Services Work Incentive Program. 

Under WIN, welfare mothers work at jobs that 
would ordinarily have been done by unionized civil 
service employees. The women get less money (they 
are paid nothing beyond their meager welfare checks) 
than if they had worked at the job while not on wel- 
fare. And they receive no benefits whatsoever. 

Thus the Catch 22 eligibility rates force wor- 
king women with children in day care to quitt their 
jobs and to go on welfare. Theytthen force those 
women to work under WIN as substitute cheap labor 
with no rights or benefits. 

The state tried to implement a fee scale last 
spring just like the one it is now planning to im- 
plement. But after a series of large, militant de- 
monstrations and protests by the women and children 
and their supporters , the state and the city agreed 
,,to shelve the fee scale temporarily. 

But now the state and city are at it again. The 
groups that called the July 24 demonstration have been 
trying to meet with Mayor Beame for three months. His 
staff told the team of people who went into City Hall 
that if the state would provide matching funds, the 
city would put up the necessary $10 million needed 
to maintain the day care program at its present level. 

However, at a meeting the following week, on 
July 31, the mayor was not so cooperative. Beame's 
representative. Lieutenant Mayor Cavanaugh, didn't 
show up and another mayoral staff member was an 
hour late. Beame had promised that the day care 
groups and city representatives would meet with 
state reps to push for the state's half of the $10 
million subsidy, but his staff backed down on this 
too. 

Another demonstration is planned for August 15 
at the city council budget hearing to demand letters 
of intent to support day care funding from all the 
city council members. 

Speaking about the needed $10 million from the 
New York State Legislature, spokeswoman Esther Smith 
said, "We plan to carry 10,000 people to Albany to 
press for this demand next month."

Spiegel, the president of the American Psychiatric 
Association (APA) , points out that the Board of 
Trustees of the APA voted in December to drop homo- 
sexuality from the list of sexual deviations and 
mental disorders included in its official Diagnos- 
tic and Statistical Manual of Psychiatric Disorders. 

"In view of the actions of the Board of Trust- 
ees of the APA, I would respectfully request that 
you use your statutory powers of discretion to re- 
frain from the exclusion, deportation or refusal 
of citizenship to homosexual aliens.

LIMITATION ON SUGAR IN BREAKFAST CEREALS; 

WASHINGTON (LNS) — A group of consumer and 
health organizations has petitioned the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) recently to limit the 
amount of sugar a manufacturer can add to break- 
fast cereals. The proposed standard would require 
a cereal with more than 10 percent sugar added 
to carry a warning label giving the products 
sugar percentage, and the warning "Frequent use 
contributes to tooth decay and other health 
problems." 

Some breakfast cereals contain "astonishing 
amounts of sugar," says Dr. Michael Jacobson, co- 
director of the Center for Science in the Public 
Interest, one of the groups petitioning the FDA. 

An analysis of 28 major cereal brands by the Center 
found that six consisted of AO percent or more 
sugar. One, King Vitamin, was half sugar. The 
groups sponsoring the petition point out that 
nutritionally these cereals are little more than 
candy. 

Eugene Hardin, president of an industry group, 
the Cereal Institute, disagrees. "To force pre- 
sweetened cereals off the market would deprive 
children of the nutrients they now obtain in a 
form they find attractive, could result in a de- 
terioration of their nutritional health and would 
remove an exceptionally good source of food," 
says Harden. 

A spokesperson for the Kellog Company echoes 
the Cereal Institute executive. "There is abso- 
lutely no connection between dental cavities and 
breakfast cereals.

WASHINGTON (LNS) — A group of consumer and 
health organizations has petitioned the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) recently to limit the 
amount of sugar a manufacturer can add to break- 
fast cereals. The proposed standard would require 
a cereal with more than 10 percent sugar added 
to carry a warning label giving the product. 1 § 
sugar percentage, and the warning "Frequent use 
contributes to tooth decay and other health 
problems." 

Some breakfast cereals contain "astonishing 
amounts of sugar," says Dr. Michael Jacobson, co- 
director of the Center for Science in the Public 
Interest, one of the groups petitioning the FDA. 

An analysis of 28 major cereal brands by the Center 
found that six consisted of AO percent or more 
sugar. One, King Vitamin, was half sugar. The 
groups sponsoring the petition point out that 
nutritionally these cereals are little more than 
candy. 

Eugene Hardin, president of an industry group, 
the Cereal Institute, disagrees. "To force pre- 
sweetened cereals off the market would deprive 
children of the nutrients they now obtain in a 
form they find attractive, could result in a de- 
terioration of their nutritional health and would 
remove an exceptionally good source of food," 
says Harden. 

A spokesperson for the Kellog Company echoes 
the Cereal Institute executive. "There is abso- 
lutely no connection between dental cavities and 
breakfast cereals. It is outrageous that fear- 
monger ing consumer ists continue to slander the 
food industry, to libel the Kellog Company and to 
frighten American parents with impunity." 

Sugar-coated, ready-to-eat cereals account 
for more than 30% of the cereal market, and in 
I 97 O, the industry spent $81 million advertising 
them.
